2. Whereas, M/s Gujarat Persalts Pvt. Limited, M/s Calibre Chemicals Pvt. Limited, M/s 
VR Persulphates and M/s Yoyo Chemicals, have jointly filed a duly substantiated application in 
accordance with the Act and the AD Rules before the Designated Authority (hereinafter referred 
to as the Authority) alleging dumping of the subject goods originating in or exported from the 
subject countries, and have requested for review, continuation and enhancement of the anti¬ 
dumping duties. 


Domestic industry 


3. The application has been jointly filed by M/s Gujarat Persalts Pvt. Limited, M/s Calibre 
Chemicals Pvt. Limited, M/s VR Persulphates and M/s Yoyo Chemicals. The Applicants have 
claimed that they represent the domestic industry as they are the only domestic producers of the 
subject goods. As per information available on record, the Applicants account for the total Indian 
production of the subject goods and hence constitute the domestic industiy in terms of the AD

7. l-^e domestic industry also produces ‘Persulphates’ having similar characteristics and 
specifications. No argument has been extended, by any interested party in the previous 
m estigation, on the issue of product under consideration or like article. The present 
investigation is a Sunset review of the anti dumping duty earlier imposed. Therefore, the 
Authority considers that the product being manufactured by the domestic industry is ‘like article’ 
to the product under consideration as per the AD Rules.

8. In view of the duly substantiated application filed on behalf of the domestic industry and 
in accordance with Section 9A(5) of the Act, read with Rule 23 of the AD Rules; the Authority

Time Limit: 

14. Any information relating to the present review and any request for hearing should be sent 
in writing so as to reach the Authority at the address mentioned above not later than forty days 
(40 days) from the date of publication of this Notification. If no information is received within 
the prescribed time limit or the information received is incomplete, the Authority may record its 
findings on the basis of the facts available on record in accordance with the AD Rules. ^ ^ 

15. - All the interested parties are hereby advised to intimate their interest (including the nature 
of interest) in the instant matter and file their questionnaire’s responses and offer their comments 
to the domestic industry’s application regarding the need to continue or otherwise the AD 
measures within 40 days from the date of initiation of this investigation.
